While as Many Others are Suffering 


from Severe and in Many Cases 


Probably Fatal Injuries—Great 


Destruction of Property. 


DENISON, Tex., May 16.—The city of 


Sherman was visited by the worst cy- 
clone in the history of north Texas 
about five o'clock last evening. The 
path of the destroyer was 150 yards 
wide. It struck the city 
at 
the 


west end of Post Oak creek 
and 


swept in a westerly direction for sev- 
eral blocks, and then spread and spent 
its. force. The track of the cyclone is 
a gruesome right, the devastation be- 
ing- complete, houses, trees, fences, in, 
fact, everything- in its pathway de- 
stroyed. The loss of life will probably 
reach 100 with as many more bruised 
and wounded. The city hall and a va- 
cant store room have been turned into 
temporary hospitals anel 18 bruised, 
mangled and mutilated bodies are 
awaiting identification. 
At these two 


places, at this writing, nearly every 
house in Fail-view has been turned 
into a hospital. 


The unidentified dead are being 


taken to the courthouse. 


Gray's Hill and Fail-view were bae'lly 


damaged, and the cyclone pat,s,cd di- 
rectly west of the Xortli Texas. Fe- 
male college, baiely missing it. For 
two or three blocks everything in its 
pathway was swept aside. 


B. U. Sales, a deliverymau, drove 


do\vu Houston avenue directly after 
the cyclone. 
He stated that he saw 


at least seven men, women and chil- 
dren lying along the avenue dead. 
Many were wounded. The devasta- 
tution where the cyclone was worst is 
complete. Trees were 
stripped of 


their foilage, while in others they 
were uprooted. 
Residences, the pride 


of the city, are in some instances en- 
tirely gone, and in others only a pile 
of rubbish marks the place where they 
stood.

worship, especially the Cathedral of 
the Assumption, which has been beau- 
tified beyond the power of descrip- 
tion. 


In the Kremlin ami over the route 


which the imperial procession will 
take next Thursday in making the 
triumphal entry into Moscow a bcwil- 
lering magnificence is being made for 
the coronation of the czar and czar- 
ina. 


Perhaps the most wonderful object 


is the Kremlin and the buildings with- 
in. The battlemented walls within 
their entire circumference are out- 
lined with heavy iron gas pipes, dot- 
ted with thousands of burners, which 
will be used in the g-eneral illumina- 
tion on the two nights succeeding the 
coronation.

count of the fatality: The young man

came there during the noon hour, unob- 
served by all except a few men working 
on the floor just above who were aware of 
Ceas' presence in the basement. At 1:30 
o'clock the enlgneer heard a peculiar 
thumping on the floor, apparenty above 
where the grindstone is located, and run- 
ning to the stairway, looued down and 
saw what ho thought was some of the 
belting lying on the floor. Returning be 
shut down. 
Simultaneously 
W. A. 


Rhoades, engaged at sacking lime, heard 
the noise and going below, was the first 
to behold the ghastly sight. The young 
man's mangled body was lyimj just be- 
low the shafting that carried the grind- 
stone>lt. The belt and the young man's j 
clothes were wound about him in a man- 
ner that made it plain that young Ceas 
was caught In the belt, which wound 
tightly about the shafting and whipped 
the young man to death by boating him 
against the joice above and the ground 
below. Pieces ot mangled nesh, clothes 
and his boots, one of which contained a 


log, were thrown up and down, forward 
and backward, by the centrifugal force of 
the steam driven machinery. Every limb 
was severed from the body in a way that 
looked like they wore pulled out by oxen. 
The trunk and head, badly bruised, but 
yet united and partially covered with 
clothing, was lying face downward a lit- 
tle north of the shafting, dropping by the 
treacherous belt, when no limbs were re- 
maining for it to wind itself about.

rf the remaining lumber states are bo- 
ng denuded of their trees la something 
which calls for not only earnest protest 
iut prompt state or national Interfer- 
mce. The introduction of the logging 
railway has done much to accelerate the 
slaughtering. 
. 


Under the old method of lumbering 


the destruction of the forests was sure 
enough, but it was slow in comparison 
with the work as now carried on in the 
regions where the logging roads are in 
operation. One of the roads now tap- 
ping the great lumber region at the 
headwaters of the Mississippi river will 
illustrate the case. The pine trees are 
out down in the same manner as under 
the old method of work.

loaded upon low sleds called "go-devils" 
and drawn to the side of the railroad 
track, where they are piled up awaiting 


I the loading. 


Formerly the logs were hauled to a 


certain point and there loaded upon 
great sleds which carried the logs to the 
bank of some adjacent stream. The 
logs were unloaded upon the stream's 
Icy surface and allowed to remain there 
until the ice broke up in the spring, 
when the logs would be floated down to 
the mills. The logging railroad does 
away with all this. It runs directly in- 
to the timber country, and then 
stretches out spurs in every direction, 
four, five or even ten miles in length, 
each spur tapping a. separate region. 
Thus itmakes nodifferencewhether the 
timber is located alongside a stream or 
not. The logs are loaded upon the cars 
on one of these spurs and drawn by 
stout engines down to the main track 
from which the spurs diverge. Here 
long logging trains are sent out to some 
point down the Mississippi, perhaps 75 
miles from the spurs. 


The trains are unloaded directly upon 


the Mississippi, and the shipment down 
stream from this point in the spring 
Is rendered very easy. The cars arc 
wide, Bhort affairs built expressly for 
the logging trade. They are supplied 
with air brakes, for sometimes the 
grades are heavy, and if one of these 
trains of 30 or sometimes 3S loaded cars 
got away from the engineer, serious re- 
unite would be bound to follow. The 
engines are small but powerful, some of 
the mountain-climbers, as they are 
called, in use in mining work in the 
mountains being used. 


The estimate mode that in ten years 


there -will not be left a piece of available 
timber in the state of Minnesota if the 
Indian reservations, containing vast 
quantities of timber, are opened up to 
the ax, seems to be rendered all the 
more probable in view of the enormous 
energies of the logging railroads.—Har- 
per's Weekly. 


CHILDREN'S BRAINS. 


In Wetrht GtrU An Abe*d »t FtMt, B«t 


Boyi Win In tlM Bad. 


A curious difference In the increase 


in brain weight of boys and girls i» 
noted by Prof. Donaldson, of the Chi- 
cago university, who has just written 
a book on *he "Growth of the Brain," 
says the New York World. Boys and 
girls start out equally in this respect, 
and until they arrive at the. age of 13 
years the progress in this respect is 
about equal, allowance, of course, be- 
ing made for the difference in body 
weight between the two sexes. 


After 12 the girl shoots ahead of tie 


boy and her brain grows more rapidly 
until she reaches the age of 15, when 
the brain growth practically stops, 
whereaa, in the case of boys, it con- 
tinues to increase in weight until the 
age of 25. These statistics may con- 
tain some hints for the "new woman" 
in the development of her theories. 


In the opinion of Dr. Donaldson, 


brain weight is not, however, any true 
measure of education or of intelligence, 
and he attaches no importance to the 
frequently-cited brain weights of emi- 
nent persons. It is, nevertheless, a fact 
that the brains of more intellectual 
people, relatively to their body weight, 
are heavier than those cf less intellect- 
ual people.

StorUM Told by Wwternorn of th« Antic* 


ol tho Sand Bill Crane. 


The sand Mil crane is a very bright 


bird. 
Its rery name is synonymous 


of vigilance and alertness. It feeds on 
the treeless plains or in the barren 
wheat stubble, where it can see a long 
way beyond gunshot. Or one of a flock 
is posted as sentinel, and this bird 
stands, with bill half open, ready to 
give an alarm. It can be killed by de- 
coying it with pasteboard figures cut 
to proper size and shape and painted, 
but mounted birds are better. A pit is 
dug deep enough to conceal a man, the 
decoys are put out, and the cranes are 
shot as they come over. The best re- 
gion to shoot them is in the Columbia 
river watershed and south of it in the 
Pacific coast states. 


When one shoots a bird of the size and 


build of a crane in midair it collapses, 
likeacardhouseoratent. But such ap- 
parent collapses are sometimes decep- 
tive, as, for instance: 


"Before I could reach him he soared 


off into the air with wheeling flight 
Again he hit the ground with fearful 
violence, but again he got on his feet. 
Hunning up, thinking to get him alive 
for a decoy, I tried to tap him on the 
head and etun him. He showed fight, 
and I used my gun as I backed off, and 
he took to his wings." 


The sand hill crane is something of 


a fighter of men if wounded, and the 
only safe crane is n, dead one. Their 
bills are long and sharp, and are capa- 
ble of putting out a man's eye. 


The sand hill crane has some curious 


habits that make him of more than 
passing interest to the student of birds. 
Out on the prairies parties of them 
have balls in the spring, to which the 
select birds seem to be invited. These 
balls are picturesque affairs from the 
human standpoint. There are curious 
dances, which are sort of solitary 
waltzes or pretty slow jigs. Sometimes 
the birds leap over one another's backs 
and flop their \\ ings, giving their pecul- 
iar cry. Sometimes rival birds have 
fierce duels, using their keen bills like 
htnces, battle axes nnd swords.—Rec- 
reation.
